The Educational system of 


: Southern Rhodesia cannot be se- 


_ parated from the background of 
‘the racial evolution which at pre- 
sent is reshaping the political and 
‘’soclal structure of ‘Africa. Being 
a decisive factor; Education is sub- 
ject to political forces as well as 
‘social conflicts, and as yet, is still 
‘in its initial stages. 


Africans are experiencing today 
the growth of national consclen- 
‘clousness. Having been. dominated 
by foreign powers for centuries, 


they have to adopt themselves to|. 


the terms and functions of a mo- 


dern government. To achieve this} 
_the African Peoples have to com- 


plete thelr transformation from a 
tribal society to a political society, 


- headed by a body of Leaders who 


will assume the responsibilities of 


promoting the welfare of its people 


and their representation among 
the world powers. 


Education A Political Tool 

This social transition can only 
take place under a program of 
educating the public to recognize 
and valuë the structure and func- 


-tions of a modern state. Education 


has thus:become a tool for achiev- 
Ang political.ends,,and as such, is 


| often hindered by them. 


$. Rhodesia Is confronted with 
the problem of the existence of a 
permanent White settlement who 
are motived by the fear that if 
racial- integration Is allowed, they 
will ultimately be absorbed by the 
overwhelming non-white majority. 
They therefore oppose the British 


colonial policy of granting self-de- 


fermination to African States upon 
reaching political. and social: ma- 
furity. 


Segregation . 


In the field of education, these | 


conflicts are expressed in the set- 
back which the Africans claim they

Limited College Facilities 

At present there is one Univer- 
sity, opened only this year, which 
though interracial, admits on com- 
petitive bases one African student 
to every four white students, and 
does not yet seem to know whether 
or not to encourage social contact 
between the races. Although se- 
condary schools tend to level the 
difference between the segregated 
schools, and prepare ‘students to 
sit for identical examinations, an 
African student, nevertheless finds 


it difficult to acquire University 


education as his choice is limited 
by the quota system of the Rho- 
desia University, restrictions on 
admission to §. African Universi- 
ties and financial difficulties. of 
going abroad on his own expense, 


No Doctors Or Engineers 
This situation results In the 
paradoxical fact that as yet there 


Is no African doctor In S. Rhode- 


sia or an African Engineer, nor, In 
fact any African skilled labour 
apart from some recent graduates 
In Arts and Law. 


The phenomena of a small body 
of students with comparatively a 
much higher degree of intellectual 
progress gives rise to a most se- 
rious social conflict. 


These problems are not limited 
to the educational field, they are 
typical of a multi-racial community 


and will exist as long as the races 


remain hostile to one another, ©
